6. (Original) The display rack as set forth in claim 4 wherein said header assembly 
includes at least one dispjay panel removably mountable thereto, said display panel having 
indicia thereon. 

7. (Amended herein) The display rack as set forth in claim 1 wherein at least one of 
said plurality o&shelf members includes a product organizer member which defines a plurality of 
product recej^ing channels associated with said shelf member, said product organizer member 
forming a/product retention opening at the front of each product channel, said product retention 
openings having a dimension less than the width of a product container positioned within each 
resB/ective product channel. 
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8. (Amended herein) The display rack as set forth in claim 1 wherein at least some / 
of said plurality of shelf members include first and second members, said first member incl^iding 
a product support surface and said second member including spaced wire members fonning 
guide rails for guiding products positioned therebetween, said second member being removably 
[attachable] attached to said first member. / 

9. (Amended herein) The display rack as set forth in claun 1 wherein said display 
rack includes opposed fi'ont and rear portions and opposed side ppnions, said pluraHty of shelf 
members associated with said first and second units being positioned so as to present products in 
a front-to-rear orientation, said display rack fiirther inclucHng a plurality of side shelf members 
removably [attachable] attached to at least some of sai^plurality of first and second upright 
support inembers, saiid 'side shelf members being atiachable io the side poilibri'of said display 
rack and presenting products in a side-to-side oi/entation.

product channel, each g^e opening being dimensioned so as to hold product containers within 
the corresponding pnoduct channel when said shelf members are oriented in a gravity feed 
orientation. / 

14. /Amended herein) The display rack as set forth in claim 12 including a plurality 
of side shelf members, each side shelf member being removably [attachable] attached to at least 
some of /aid upright support members associated with each of said subassemblies. 

(Amended herein) The display rack as set forth in claim 14 wherein each of said/ 
side shelf members include at least one bracket member, said at least one bracket member 
enabling said side shelf members to be mounted being attached to at least some of said/ipright 
support members in a cantilever fashion.
